Sir Ennis, August 21st, 1825. 

IN obedience to His Excellency’s commands, which I had the honour to receive, I beg leave to 
acquaint you for his information, that I have viewed that part of the pond at the Cottage near the 
Viceregal Lodge, whose shores had been bared by the heat and dryness of this season, and from 
which ascends extremely offensive, if not noxious effluvia; and have estimated the cost of re- 
moving the sludge from which such vapours proceed, and depositing it on the margin of the pond, 
at £.350. 

From the contiguity of this pond to the residence of the Lord Lieutenant, and its being the 
receptacle for the drainage of all the offensive waters and outscourings of such an establishment, 
it must continue, on the recurrence of dry weather, to be a source of intermitting nuisance, until 
a perennial supply of pure water can be had to maintain its surface at a height to be regulated by 
a dam or cascade, over which the redundant waters would flow, thereby communicating motion 
to the water of the pond, while its surface would be kept undeviatingly at a height sufficient to 
cover the shores; the purity of the water would be thus preserved, and the noxious effluvia, 
and perhaps infectious miasma, that arise in hot weather from a stagnant pool, would be 
prevented. 
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On examining the situation, of the several establishments in the Plrnnix Part, with reference 
to a constant supply of fresh water for each, I find them so circumstanced as to relative levels, 
that the line through which I would propose to conduct the water to the Viceregal Lodge, and 
thence to the Pond, is at such a height as to admit of collateral branches being carried from it to 
the Chief and Under Secretary's residences, as well as to the other public departments within the 
Park. To accomplish these several purposes, the source of tile proposed supply should neces- 
sarily be at a height to give this command, which I find the 13th level of the Royal Canal is 
adequate to, and that the course from it to the Park, is as favourable as I could wish , the choice 
which ground so circumstanced, enabled me to make for the line of the proposed watercourse, 
limits the cost of execution to the small sum of i.750. including purchase of Land, expense of 
Tunnels, Reservoir, Supply Pipe and Cock at the Canal, &c. which sum, when compared with the 
advantages to be derived from a constant supply of pure water for the several Royal Establish- 
ments in the Park, vanishes into insignificance ; and should it be found advisable hereafter to 
convey the water to those Establishments through covered channels, either by cast iron or earthen 
pipes, the proposed opeu course will facilitate that operation. The cost attendant on the purchase 
of water from the Royal Canal Company, I have not taken into account, but this I presume 
cannot be considerable.
